While walking along Route 209 
about four-tenths of a mile south 
of Route 213, Town of Marble- 
town, at 4:40 p. m. Thursday ,

Ulster County Coroner Wil­ 
liam S. Key ser, who investigated 
the county ’s 11th highway fa­ 
ta lity of 19 67 with BCI Investi­ 
gator Robert F. Greaves and 
Trooper Norman Kilfoy le of the 
Kingston substation, ruled the 
death accidental. 
Coroner Key ser said the boy 
died of a lacerated brain due to 
a fractured skull. The boy died 
at 7:15 p. m. at Kingston Hos­ 
pital where he had been taken 
from the scene of the fa ta lity

APPALACHIA’S 1MAGK 
The American p eop le hav e an entirely 
false imp ression of Ap p alachia, that sec­ 
tion of the country that stretches along the 
Ap p alachian mountains and into sev eral 
Atlantic and nearby states. This is the 
cou ntry that bred Daniel Boone, Sam Hous­ 
ton, Andrew Johnson and Stonewall Jack­ 
son. It is still a p ioneer cou ntry in many 
way s, and p resents the rough ex terior of 
the p ioneer to outsiders, but it is not 
“wooden, distrustful, hop elessly silent and 
hop elessly set in its way .” 
That stereoty p e of Ap p alachia was Wast­ 
ed by two Massachusetts p sy chologists, who 
called it u tterly false. Dr. Robert Coles of 
Harv ard and Dr. Josep h Brenner of the 
Massachusetts Institu te of Technology ob­ 
serv ed the Ap p alachians in eastern Ken­ 
tucky , West Virginia, Tennessee, Virginia, 
northern Georgia and western North Caro­ 
lina. In a rep ort to the American Ortho­ 
p sy chiatric 
Association, 
they 
said 
the 
stereoty p e of this region is a caricatu re of 
its inhabitants, not the tru th. 
Here is a beautiful region that nu rtu res 
the descendants of some of the earliest 
Americans. It has its sp ecial and serious 
p roblems, but these do not ju stify the lack 
of national interest in them and their area. 
The two scholars saw among Ap p alachians 
“the same range of emotions and emotional 
illness we hav e seen elsewhere, in both the 
North and the South.” 
Whatev er fru stration, anger and desp air 
was found are, the p sy chiatrists said, “the 
p roducts of .y outhful, energetic idealism 
meeting up with hard-to-solv e p olitical 
p roblems.” They need sy mp athetic under­ 
standing and a help ing hand to tu rn their 
mountain cou ntry into one of the most 
attractiv e and p roductiv e in the land.

But 
Mark I^ane, the lawy er who contended in a took 
called "Ru sh to Ju dgement" that the W arren Re- 
p ort was wrong in p ointing to Oswald as Ken­ 
nedy * sole killer, has been going irou nd boaatlng 
that he knows what is in Jim Garrison's mlhiT 
Taking ofT from there, Mr. Lane say s categorically 
that "no foreign p nv er p lay ed any p art in p lan­ 
ning or ex ecu ting the assaaainatlon." He thinks it 
was a home-grown consp iracy , a p ossible Right- 
Wing job. and hr adds that "anti-Castro Cu ban 
forces p lay ed a v ital role In the ex ecu tion of the 
assassination." 
While Lane haa been talking this way , other 
characters in the Garrison my stery p ian hav e 
been taking a comp letely op p osite tack. Perry 
Russo, one of the witnesses In the Garrison hear­ 
ings. has told the world on an NBC broadcast 
that the recently deceased Dav e Ferrie. the air 
p ilot who was allegedly a p rime mov er in a con 
sp iracy to kill Kennedy , "was obsessed, more or 
less, with the ides of Kennedy and what he was 
doing to Cu bs 
or, to Castro ’’ When Ru sso's in­ 
terv iewer asked If Ferrie "was inv olv ed in any 
way with any Cu ban ex ile grou p or with any other 
Cu ban grou p or with Castro," Russo said: "Well, 
now he nev er did mention he waa in cahoots with 
any Cu ban ex ile grou p . He talked in the v ein 
that ('astro was getting a bu m deal from the 
p ap er* and the p res* in the United States, and 
from the United States gov ernment itself, by the 
eeommic sanctions." 
Russo told of Ferrie’s p racticing "ju ngle w ar­ 
fare" with "three Sp anish-sp eaking gu y s that I 
would say p ossibly could hav e been from Cu ba." 
Ferrie. according to Ruaso, was training these 
men to "help comp lete the liberation of Sou th 
American cou ntries 
and make them freedom 
lov ing." 
So what we seem to hav e in District Attorney 
Garrison s foray is a p roblem of deciding between 
op p osite*. Lane I* *ug&**ting that anti-Castro 
Cu ban refu gees help ed kill Kennedy , p resu mably 
becau se he didn't p ermit U.S. force* to take a 
conclu siv e p art in the Bay of Pig* inv asion. And 
Perry Russo, su p p oaedly sp eaking for the dead 
Dav e Ferrie. is imp ly ing that p ro-Castro p lotters 
did the horrible deed. 
While Jim Garrison is try ing to reop en the 
Oswald case, the two Lou isianians who ru n the 
New Orleans-based Information Cou ncil of the 
Americas. Dr. Alton Ochsner and Edward Scan­ 
ned Bu tler, ex p ress a well-fou nded horror at the 
su ggestion that Mark Lane, who is a moat rigid 
man. might be dep u tized as an assistant District 
Attorney to help Garrison flush the alleged "con­ 
sp iracy to kill Kennedy " Into the op en. Dr. Ochs­ 
ner and Mr. Bu tler think the W arren Commission 
finding that Oswald was the lone assasin of Ken­ 
nedy stands "u nless p owerfu l new ev idence is 
p resented." Bu t it was Bu tler who, in an inter­ 
v iew with Onwaid long before the asaasaination, 
brou ght ou t that Oswald was a Castro sy mp athizer 
who had worked hard for the local New Orleans 
Fair Play for (Alba Committee.

WHEN EVIDENCE IS LEGAL 
Rest riet ions on law enforcement officers 
arc not the p roduct of the Earl Warren 
court, as so many hav e believ ed from the 
recent decisions of the Sup reme Court. 
Back 
in 
19 21, 
the 
Sup reme 
Court 
decided that criminal ev idence secured 
throu gh search had to be instrumentalities 
of the crime — weap ons and other items 
used in committing the crime, the loot from 
the crime or illegal items such as narcotics. 
On ap p eal before the Sup reme Court now 
is the conv iction of one Bennie Joe Hay den 
for the armed robbery of a Baltimore tax i 
comp any in 19 62. He was conv icted with 
the aid of clothing that the p olice seized 
after they p ursued him to his home. The 
conv iction was stru ck down by the Court of 
Ap p eals on the ground that clothing is not 
tangible ev idence under the meaning of the 
19 21 decision. 
The U.S. Ju stice Dep artment has entered 
the case as a friend of the court. It has 
joined the ap p eal of the Attorney General 
of Mary land that the court ov errule the 
19 21 decision as ov erly restrictiv e and 
admit in ev idence any tangible objects 
seized in a legal search that help to identify 
the criminal or solv e the crime. 
It is reasonable to say that few if any 
p eop le not inv olv ed in criminal law would 
hav e believ ed that the p olice cannot search 
for any ev idence that is germane to the 
crime. To forbid them to do so is to re­ 
strain them from doing their duty . Since 
they no longer may rely on confessions, 
until that restrictiv e rule is lifted, at least 
they should be p ermitted to rely on all tan 
gible ev idence they can tu rn up . 


In the tw o y ears between 1 9 64 and 1 966, 
dairy farms declined in this country from

WASHINGTON (NEA)--Som e men talk as 
thou gh the United States were cau ght in a trap 
in Vietnam. 
This is not so. 
The war in Vietnam has a p u rp ose and a 
meaning. 
If we are to liv e in a world of reason and law 
—a p eacefu l world—the first law that mu st ex ist 
is that no nation can be allowed to u se aggres­ 
sion to take ov er its neighbor. 
Witho ut such a rule, no matter ho w many 
Wo rld Co urts o r Leag ues o f Natio ns o r United 
Natio ns are established, there can be no peaceful 
wo rld. 
If y ou are a decent citizen and see one man 
sneak u p and start to kill another, y ou try to 
stop the killer. 
You do not ask if the man defending himself 
is a good man or a bad man. You do not ask if 
the man doing the aggressiv e killing is good o r 
bad. The thing that mu st be done is to stop the 
aggression ev en if the aggressor gets killed in the 
p rocess. 
Bu t some p eop le get so confu sed they call the 
man defending himself the aggressor when he 
hdts back at the aggressor to defend himself. 
W hatev er ou r other mistakes may be. the 
United States has been consistent the last 50 
y ears in u p holding this p olicy . 
W’e hav e fo llo wed this ato p-the-ag g resao r rule 
whether the ag g resso rs were eur friends o r o ur 
enemies, whether they were Co mmunist o r no n- 
(o mmuniat, whether we tho ug ht they were at­ 
tempting to attain their rig hto o r were o ut fo r 
co nquest. 
Twice w’e help ed p rev ent a totalitarian German 
gov ernment from taking ov er W estern Eu rop e. 
In one of those wars we help ed Commu nist Ru s­ 
sia from being ov erru n by Nazi Germany . 
Some 
p eop le thou ght this was w’rong. 
We later p rev ented the Sov iet Union from oc­ 
cu p y ing northern Iran. 
With the United Nations (bu t with mainly 
Sou th Korean and U.S. troop s) we p rev ented the 
North Koreans, with their Ru ssian adv isers and 
Red Chinese v olu nteers, from taking ov er Sou th 
Korea. 
We stop p ed ou r friends, the British. Israeli 
and French, from occu p y ing Egy p tian territory 
ru led by ou r enemy Nasser ev en thou gh Nasser 
had p rov oked them sorely in the way he grabbed 
and op erated the strategic Su ez Canal. 
We p rev ented the Jap anese army and nav y 
from 
su ccessfu lly 
occu p y ing 
China, 
Vietnam, 
Thailand, Indonesia and the Philip p ines in World 
W ar II. 
We step p ed in to p rev ent an inv asion of Leba­ 
non and a take-ov er of the Dominican Rep u blic 
by men recru ited abroad. 
Now we are stop p ing Ho Chi Minh and North 
Vietnam from taking ov er Sou th Vietnam by force 
w’ith men led by the north, directed from the 
north, trained in the north and recru ited all ov er 
Sou theast Asia—that is from North Vietnam, 
Laos, Cambodia and Sou th Vietnam. 
Perhap s Sou th Vietnam will w’ant to u nite 
with North Vietnam. 
Bu t that mu st be a deci­ 
sion by the p eop le—not by armies. 
Why mu st we be the p olicemen? The answer 
is simp le: 
• Because we are stro ng and the stro ng hav e 
an o blig atio n to the weak. 
• Because we are willing . 
It la no t in us to 
stand by when so mething must be do ne. ^ 
It wou ld be better if 30 nations w ere in'Sou th 
Vietnam, defending that cou ntry with their arms. 
They hav e been asked to come. 
They offer en­ 
cou ragement. 
Bu t they ’re not there. 
W# can’t 
stand idly by and look the other way .

By WILLIAM S. WHITE 
WASHINGTON — The melan­ 
choly day s are ending for Vice- 
President Hu bert H. Hu mp hrey , 
and he is now greatly imp rov ing 
his p osition, certainly with the 
p rofessionals of the Democratic 
p arty and ap p arently with the 
p u blic as well. 
For months, he walked a hard 
road. He was treated coldly in

p olls. 
He 
was 
swamp ed 
by v oter p reoccu p a­ 
tion with more glamorou s fig­ 
u res su ch as Sen.

Kennedy of New York. He was 
bitterly estranged from, and for 
a time deep ly hu rt by , far-ou t 
liberals who called him a rene­ 
gade for su p p orting the war in 
Vietnam.

His election as chancellor of 
the new gov ernment in 19 49 was 
bv one v ote in the 402-seat Par­ 
liament.

Fiv e dav s after his election he 
laid down a v iew and a p olicv 
which he followed for the rest of 
his time in office.

said there could be no

Div ided Glass 
Frames View 


Man y architects say that a fu ll 
glass wall is the su rest way to 
spoil both a room an d a good 
v iew. A v iew, they con ten d, mu st 
be framed ju st as a pictu re is 
framed. Thou gh glass may ex ­ 
ten d from floor to ceilin g, it 
shou ld be div ided v ertically in to 
pan els so that the v iew is su btly 
separated in to pleasin gly propor­ 
tion ed segmen ts. 
This treatm en t also prev en ts a 
room from feelin g too ex posed to 
the ou tdoors, thou gh an ex cellen t 
relation ship is retain ed. 
No great distan ce is n eeded to 
separate the glass pan els. A fou r- 
in ch post u su ally does the job if 
glass pan els are n o more than 
fou r feet wide. 
When an ex ception ally lon g or 
tall wall requ ires greater separa­ 
tion between glass pan els, false 
colu mn s on e to two feet wide 
may be bu ilt an d pan eled with 
ton gu e - an d - groov e boards for 
decorativ e impact. Su ch colu mn s 
also can be design ed as tall, n ar­ 
row bookcases or as en closu res 
for mu sic equ ipmen t an d speak­ 
ers.

Histo rian Guest 
Of Kiwanis o n 
Fo under’s Day 


The provisions of the original 
constitution of the State of New 
York, adopted in Kingston 190 
y ears ago on April 20. were dis­ 
cussed at the Kingston Kiwanis 
Club Thursday as the local ser­ 
vice 
organization 
celebrated 
Founder’s Day. 
Members of the Kiw’anis Club 
and guests from the local Lions 
and Rotary clubs were present 
to hear Eugene H. Cramer, se­ 
nior historian of the New York 
State Department of Education 
discuss the various provisions of 
the 
original 
document 
which 
governed the new country during 
and following the struggle for 
independence from Great Britain. 
No tes Disag reements 
Cram er spoke of the American 
Revolution caused by disagree­ 
ments between the colonists and 
the representatives of the British 
Crown which eventually led to 
the state constitution. 
He said 
the w ar with France in 1763 
w’hen the colonists and the B rit­ 
ish fought together to force the 
French out of the territory , gave 
the 
c o l o n i s t s 
“independent 
thoughts.” 
From this sprung a 
continual disagreement with the 
Crow-n which led to the Battles 
of 
Lexington 
and Concord in 
1776 and brought a w ar without 
a legal government to direct it. 
It was necessary to have some 
means of directing the war, and 
to this end a congress met in 
New York City to form a gov­ 
ernment. In 1776 
a Continental 
Congress declared the indepen­ 
dence from Great Britain, but 
little was accomplished in the 
face of American reverses on the 
battle fields. 
Work on a constitution for 
New’ York State began in White 
Plains on July 9, 1776, but again 
progress was blocked by lost 
battles and the British occupa­ 
tion of New York City . Cramer 
pointed out that the would-be 
legislators were engaged in ac­ 
tual fighting to offset a lost 
cause, 
and 
it was 
not 
until 
March 1777 that they met again 
to draft a constitution. 
During 
this 
period, 
said 
Cramer, a series of committees 
were running the state. They 
finally gathered in Kingston in 
1777, held meetings at the Court 
House, and brought a state con­ 
stitution 
into 
being. 
“Few 
amendments were made, and the 
Constitution 
was 
conservative 
and not radical,” said Cramer. 
Concerning the new constitu­ 
tion, Cramer said that the doc­ 
ument was set up to explain the 
government, gave the Governor 
little power but vested most of 
it in the State Legislature, con­ 
tinued the colonial court svstem 
based upon English law. and ex­ 
pressed very conservative views 
on the m atter of voting require­ 
ments. 
Thoughts of View 
“ The Constitution emphasized 
the 
conservative 
aims of the 
revolutionary leaders,” said the 
speaker, “ and actually reflected 
the thoughts of a very small 
group.” 
Cramer pointed out that origin­ 
ally education was not thought 
to 
be 
a 
public 
responsibility , 
there was no Bill of Rights for 
the basic citizen, nothing was 
said about Negro slavery , there 
was only vague provisions made 
for a review of the Constitution, 
and the government was rather 
loosely congregated. 
Major changes were made to 
the State Constitution in 1846, 
1867, and 1894. said Cramer. He 
said that the 1894 revisions and 
Constitution 
was 
basically 
the 
one in use today — a document 
which was originally adopted in 
Kingston on April 20, 1777.

GOUT IS CONTROLLABLE 
ERROR OF METABOLISM 
Q—How serious is gout? What 
causes it and can it be cured? 
A—Gout, like diabetes, is an 
error of metabolism and, like 
diabetes, it can be controlled 
but not cured. Gout may be 
caused by an overproduction ofj 
uric 
acid 
or 
an 
interference 
with its elimination through the 
kidneys. If the disease is not 
controlled serious damage to the 
kidneys may result. Other com­ 
plications 
include 
high 
blood 
pressure, hardening of the ar­ 
teries and coronary heart dis­ 
ease. 
All persons with gout should 
be 
g iv en colchicine 
in 
some 
form. It is often combined with 
probenecid. 
Other new drugs 
that are often helpful when given 
with colchicine are indomethacin 
and 
allopurinol. 
When 
taking 
these drugs the diet does not 
have to be quite so restricted 
as in former times when these 
drugs were not available. 


Q—I am taking Colbenamid to 
prevent the formation of kidney 
stones. Is it harmful to take 
this 
drug 
for 
a 
prolonged 
period? 
A—This combination of colchi­ 
cine and probenecid helps to pre­ 
vent the formation of kidney 
stones only in persons with gout. 
Such persons not only can but 
should take the 
drug 
indefi­ 
nitely. 


Q—I hav e occasional pains in 
my knees and fingers but I 
don’t have any pain or- swell­ 
ing in my toes. My doctor says 
I have gout. Doesn’t gout al­ 
ways affect the toes? 
A—Gout in its early stages 
affects the great toe in about 
60 percent of its victims. The 
rest get pain in other joints 
including the fingers, knees and 
ankles.

A—Your condition 
is known 
as premenstrual tension. It may

Because there is usually 
an associated gain in weight of 
a pound or two which is all 
water, some observers believe 
that the retention of water in 
the tissues is the cause of the 
trouble. This has led to the use 
of a combination of a diuretic 
and a tranquilizer (Pree) which 
is helpful. It can be obtained 
only on a doctor’s prescription, 
and must be used with caution 
by women who are taking digi­ 
talis or who have heart, kidney 
or liver disease.
